Members of the board of election commis- 

sioners will risk imprisonment for contempt 
of the Superior court by ignoring an order. 
of Judge W. F. Cooper made late yesterday. 
The order commands the board to print 
names of candidates for Municipal judges 
on the ballot in the order certified by the city 
clerk. 
The election commissioners announced at 
night after several hours’ conference with 
County Judge Owens, Attorneys Charles H. 
Mitchell and Edgar B. Tolman, Chief Clerk 
Stuart and Assistant Chief Clerk Phinney, 
that they would appeal from Judge Couper's 4 
ruling and expected to be sustained. 


Will Print Ballots Forbidden Way. 

In the meantime, it was asserted, the work 
of printing the ballots, with Municipal court 
candidates listed as their petitions, were re- 
ceived at the election commissioners’ office, 
will be rushed to completion. ‘ 

Judge Cooper's ruling was in Une with the 
decision of the Supreme court which held that 
the election board was required by law to list 
on the ballots names of candidates for county 
offices as they were received by and certified 
to the board by the county clerk. 

Prior to this court order the election com- 
missioners had intended to ignore the county 
clerk and accept the petitions as they were 
filed with the board. A writ of mandamus 
caused a change of front. In the absence of 
any court ruling on municipal candidates the 
board took the position that it alone had juris- 
diction in listing candidates for city offices. 


Municipal Candidates Protest. 

Protests were made in vain by municipal 
candidates who had after long vigils been 
given. first place by the city clerk. Ten 
candidates for Municipal: court judgships 
decided to take the matter into the Superior 
court. Judge Burke refused to act, but Judge 
Cooper held the law expressly stipulates that 
petitions of the candidates involved must 
be filed with the city clerk and certified by 
that official in the order filed to the election 
board. The board says it is impossible to 
comply with the order in time for the pri- 
maries.

Some Rice (du Riz.) 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


* „ ORLEANS, La., April 3.—One of the 

eariy shoppers in, the French market; 

who responded genially when we ac-. 

costed her to discuss buying conditions, 

told us of things that. are dear now, 
costing twice as much as formerly, and finally 
told us how she would make her crab stew 
for the day. Her final direction was, Put 
some rice to it.“ 

Put.some rice to it is the 8 seem- 
ingly, for at least half or even more of the 
stews and soups and related dishes made in 
New Orleans. But in many cases the meat 
seems to be put to the rice—there is so much 
„more rice than meat. 

A dark hued cook, in her delightfully mel- 
low voice, explained to me how she prepared 
her rice for meat dishes, She put some rice 
into boiling water—after washing it—and let 
it doll twenty minutes. She poured this out 
into a colander, rinsed it in cold water, and 
then set it back in the colander over bolling™ 
water to steam done. Cooked in this way 
“each grain was to itself.” 

It is claimed that the cost of growing rice 
here is small, that the consumption of the 
‘grain has increased enormouslz, and that 
will continue to become more and more a 
popular article of food when the people of 
ide great north and “west learn ‘how to cook: 
it as well as’ the — or Louisiana.” tts 


How to Prepare Rice for em (ereole 
Cook Bock). — The whiteness of the rice 
depends, in a great degree, upon its being 
washed thoroughly. Pick the rice clean and 


wash it well in cold water before attempting 


to cook, rubbing the rice well witn the 


hands to get all the dust off. Pour off the first . 


water and add fresh; then pour off this and 
add fresh again. The rice will then be ready 
to cook, 

One of the first fondly regarded dishés 1 
heard of here in New. Orleans was the ris a 
lait, or it seemed to de “riolay.” Several 
times later I heard it spoken of with great 
fondness or appreciation. From the informa- 
tion I have gathered I believe that the rice 
for it is cooked in milk rather than water 
first and that eggs are not commonly cooked 
with it, although the Creole Cook Book has a 
recipe in which the phrase is translated as 
“rice custard” and the rice is first cooked: 
‘in water. . : 

— 

Rice with Milk, or Riz au Lalt (Mme. 
Begué’s cook book).—Boil half a cupful of 
rice in a pint of water until tender 
creamy. Add one cup of milk, a small piece 
of lemon rind, a handful.of currants, and 
sugar to taste. Let it cook slowly for fifteen. 
minutes and remove from the fire, Beat the 
yelk of an egg in a spoonful of milk and ag 
in the rice. Do not set back on the fire, 
Serve cold. 

If there is a discrepancy in this decing: i 
is. because, as * been said, that the one who 
gathered these recipes and put them together 
for publication had never lived in this part 
of the country.

No Spanish Bourbon had ever endeavored 
to recover these French rights, which Philip 
IV. had surrendered, until Don Carlos ad- 
dressed the Duke of Orleans and subse- 
quently Gen. Francis de Bourbon bréught 
suit at law against Orleans.

The lawsuit was brought to a close in a 
rather ignominious fashion. Francis de 
Bourbon was given to understand by Queen 
Christing of Spain, who was regent of the 
kingdom at the time, that unless he at once 
dropped the ducal title of Anjou, which he 
had assumed without the authority of the 
Spanish—crown, he would be subjected to 
those severe penalties which Spain has in 
store for those whe assume titular distinc- 
tions without due warrant. 

She aiso intimated to him that he would not 
merely be deprived of his commission as 
general in the army. but also of all pros- 
pects of pensions and allowances, unless he 
at once withdrew his preposterous preten- 
sions to the French throne. 

So much for Francis de Bourbon, who sub- 
sequently was jailed in Madrid by the gov- 
ernor for attempting to use his name of 
Bourbon to interfere with a police raid on a 
common gambling house.

Now the matter has assumed a fresh phase, 
and Don Jaime, the Carlist pretender to the
